Family hurt

A 68-year-old resident of East 
Jerusalem was seriously injured 
and his wife and son received 
light injuries when an explosive 

went off in Jerusalem's 
Abu-Tor quarter on Friday 
morning.

Another explosive charge was 
discovered and dismantled before it 
could go off outside Jaffa Gate in 
the Old City in Jerusalem yester. 
day. Passers-by noticed two brown 
paper bags lying against the wail 
about 5.30 am. and immediately 
aHerted the police. Sappers found 
‘one of the bags to contaim bread- 
rolis and the other, a meta! pipe 
filled with explosives and attached 
‘to two flashlight batteries. The 
charge waz safely dismantled. 


Holon bombing 


HOLON. — An explosion occurred 
at about 3 am, yesterday outside 
the flat of Mr. Dov Sbempler at 18 
Rehov Herzog. His door was blown 
in, and light damaged caused to the 
interior of the flat and to the doors 
of neighbouring flats. No one was 
hurt. 


As Mr. Stempler, who moved 
into the flat just six months ago, 
does not believe that anyone was 
trying ‘to settle accounts with him, 
police are investigating the possi- 
bility that the 250 gram charge was 
intended for the flat’s former tenant.

The mystery of the dying forest 
of Sha‘ar Hagai, which has baf- 
fled scientists for the past three 
years, has apparently been solved. 

The principal cause of the atrange 
affliction decimating Isreel’s most 
prominent forest and endangering 
40 per cent of the country’s wood- 


fands is believed to be an insect ; 


known as Matsucoccus, possibly a 
mutant strain. The finding was made 
this month by an American physio- 
logist who happened to be making 
a brief visit to Israel, Prof. Hugh 
Wilcox, and has been accepted by 
Israeli scientists, 

Experts are to begin this week 
to map out a programme for halt- 
ing the rapidly spreading disease, 
which has already crossed the Jeru. 
salem city limite. An official of the 
Jewish National Fund said last 
night that the most likely form of 
combating the Matsucoceus would 
be “biological warfare" in which a 
natural enemy of the imsect is 
brought in to prey on it. 

The official, Moshe Kolar of the 
Forestry Division, said that spray- 
ing would be too dangerous since it 
would upset the natural baiance and 
possibly lead to the domination of 
some other damaging insect. He 
expressed the hope that the spread 
could be stopped within six months. 

The Matsucoccus is well known to, 
Israel entomologists as an insect 
that can be fatal to Jerusalem 
(Aleppo} Pine, the only trees in 
Sha'ar Hagai to be affected. In the 
past, however, it has been fatal 
only to young trees up to the age of 
five, while the trees in Sha'ar Hag- 
gai are up to 50 years old. In ad- 
dition, the trees in Sha'ar Hagai 
have ‘been dying in a manner un- 
seen before by Israeli or foreign 
experts — drying out from the 
bottom up and turning a ghostly 
white. . 

The Matsucoccus, visible through 
a magnifying glass, had been seen 
on the Sha’ar Hagai trees by Is-

The committee chairman, Prof. 
Abraham Fahn of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity, said on Friday that a mutant 
strain of the Matsucoccus might be 
involved. The botanist noted that 
the number of such insects in Sha'ar 
Hagai was far fewer than in other 
pine forests which are perfectly 
healthy. Dr. Rene Karschon, director 
of the Government's Forest Research 
Institute, said 2 cumulative effect 
might be involved. He suggested as 
an hypothosis that the insects had 
been injecting a phyto-toxic solution 
into the trees.

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Book bomb 
injures 38 
in Belfast 


“BELFAST (AP). — A bomb hidden 


im a textbook exploded at a crowded 
eafe during the busy Iumch hour 
on Friday, injuring 38 persons, 
many of them schoolchildren, police 
said. 

Police said most of the Injuries 
were minor cuts caused by flying 
giass. No group immediately claim- 
ed responsibility for the bombing. 

‘The cafe, Victor's, is at the bottom 
of the predominantly Catholic Falis 
Road and is a hangout for pupils 
from three or four Catholic schools 
in the area, including the Christian 
Brothers High School. 

A. police spokesman said the rela- 
tively small explosive device was 
concealed in a mathematics text- 
book which was left on a cafe table 
wrapped in brown paper. He said 
a waitress noticed it and turned it 
over to the cafe owner, who started 
to open the package, saw wires 
sticking out and threw it to the 
floor. It exploded on impact, the 

said. 

Police could give no motive for 
the attack, although they suggested 
it was another in a series of sec- 
tarian bombings that have continued 
since an Irish Republican Army 
cease-fire began on February 10. 
During the past week, the cease- 
fire in Belfast has been punctuated 
by a flurry of shootings as rival 
Protestant groups fought out an 
internal feud over control of drink- 
ing clubs. 

In Dublin yesterday, mourners 
and police clashed at the funeral of 
an IRA man killed during a mass 
escape attempt at Portlaoise Prison 
on Monday night. 

The funeral was for Thomas 
Smith, 27, an TRA man who was 
serving a sentence for murder, The 
IRA claims he was shot to death 
by prison guards but there has been 
no official report on how he died.

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40 jailed in riot 
at Egyptian factory 


CAIRO (UPI). — The number of 
arrests after rioting at the Middle 
East's largest and oldest spinning 
and weaving plant in the Nile Delta 
climbed yesterday to more than 40 
persons, Interior Ministry sources 
Said. 

“Security forces rushed to the 
industrial complex of Mehalla el- 
Kobra, 128 kms. north of Cairo, on 
Friday to put down a workers" 
demonstration in which one person 
was killed and several others in- 
jured. ᾿ 

The scurces said police were 
Questionmg 40 to 50 persons in- 
cluding two agricultural engineers 
Suspected of instigating the riots 
at the Misr Spinning and Weaving 
Co., largest and oldest in the Middle 
East. Sources close to the govern- 
ment said the engineers may not 
have been the ringleaders but in- 
cited the workers to demonstrate 
against the high cost of living. 
One of the workers’ demands 
called for an eight-hour day, instead 


of the official seven bours, in order 
to receive an hour of overtime pay. 

The riot broke out when “a mi- 
nority of workers" attacked the 
factory and nearby houses, setting 
fire to trucks of cotton and damag- 

three shops and a nighbourhood 
telephone office. The Interior Min- 
istry said the company’s chairman 
and some officials were assaulted. 

The security troops raced to the 
scene to quell the disturbances and, 
in the melee, a person was Killed 
and others injured. No army forces 
were involved. 

It was the worst disturbance in 
Egypt since New Year’s Day when 
thousands of workers, demonstrat- 
ing against the rising cost of living, 
stormed through downtown Cairo, 
breaking windows, attacking buses 
and cars and shouting slogans. In 
both cases the government 
denounced the riots as subversive 
and led by a handful of persons 
bent on damaging the national 
economy.
